Verbally assailing city officials for 
taking bricks be had piled In front 
of his house and charging that 
two young men who had come to 
load tim bricks In a truck had 
cursed him, 
Henry Ingram, Com­ 
merce street, last night demanded 
that council tell him who had legal 
right to the bricks that have been 
tora up during the progress ot 
the Commerce 
street resurfacing 
project. 
A section of bricks from Fif­ 
teenth street to Ninth street was 
tom up as tile gas company In 
stalled a new main. 
Instead of 
relaying the bricks, the company 
filled in the ditch aud cemented 
over the top of it to provide a 
smooth foundation for the amies 
Le 
Bricks Piled on Walk. 
T he bricks then were piled on 
the sidewalk. 
Iii a 
number of 
places, property owners used some 
of the bricks Cor walks and other 
purposes. 
-In g ra m told council he, too. had 
J I H * up a quantity of the bricks 
to front of his house, intending to 
build a walk. 
At ll o’clock one night, accord­ 
ing to his story, two young men 
carne In a truck aud began to load 
Hie brick, saying they were tak 


ittg 
them 
to 
the 
Seventeenth 
street sewer. 
He told them he 
didn t want the brick removed. Ac­ 
cording to Ingram, 
the 
youths 
cursed him and said they would 
get police authority. 
They came 
back again at 2 a. in., Ingram said 
with this authority and proceeded 
to load tile brick. 
According to City Engineer R. 
D. McGill, 
the 
city 
Inserted a 
clause in the contract with Con­ 
tractor G. B. Patterson to the ef­ 
fect that any materials of this na­ 
ture would be re-used by the city. 
Clause in Contract. 
This clause reads: 
“The contractor will he required 
to lay aside as the property of the 
city any good material such as 
stone, brick, castings, etc., which 
may be encountered during 
the 
progress of this work and deposit 
them where the engineer may di­ 
rect In a distance of one mile." 
It has been the custom, the en­ 
gineer says, to adhere to this form 
of contract everywhere. 
It sn happened. McGill pointed 
out, that the workmen on the sew­ 
er job needed brick badly at this 
particular time of night and it so 
chanced the truck loacTed Ingram's. 
Ordinance prohibiting the erec­ 
tion of creosoted telephone poles 
in the city limits was read but,
